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Committee Faces Merit Decision 


When the School Committee was forewarned, last w 
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that an informal report of its salary evaluation committee 
would be ready July 15, it must have recalled to mind the 
bitter disappointment felt after the March town meeting. 
For at that session a considerable portion of the pro- 
posed salary increase — designed to put the teachers on a 
basic schedule prior to consideration of a merit system — 
were defeated. And since that time, operating within the 


limits set by the voters, the Committee has been unable to 
grant the increases it had planned. 


Now the committee of educational experts is due to re- 
port again — this time with the long-awaited merit report. 
But from what the School Committee spokesmen said at 
town meeting, it appears obvious that the merit plan will 


go on from the basic schedule, rather than be substituted 


for it. Thus Committee members must be in a bit of a 


quandry. 


For it is obvious that the merit system, in whatever form 


it is reported, can’t take up where the basic schedule 
leaves off. There was much hue and cry at the town meet- 
ing over the merit plan — many residents putting them- 
selves on record for one, without first adopting a basic 
schedule. They thought merit raises for teachers qualify- 
ing under a merit system would be better than first grant- 


ing all teachers a raise and then adding merit increments. 
Obviously the School Committee felt differently and pre- 
sumably continues to feel that its proposed basic sche- 
dule should be adopted before a merit plan. 

The special committee — including Headmaster Kemper, 
Mrs. Crane of Abbot Academy and Very Rev. Vincent Mc- 
(Quade, O.S.A., of Merrimack College — plus members of 
the teachers’ group, have no doubt prepared a reasonable 


and workable plan for merit increases. 

And they probably have determined some method of 
judging merit and establishing a system for the judging 
that will not fall prey to influence or pressure. 

No matter how reasonable or efficient it may be, the 
question remains — how can the plan be put into effect if 
it is predicated on adoption of a basic schedule, which the 


voters chose to turn down? 


We trustingly hope that the merit plan is workable, with- 
out waiting for the town to adopt another basic salary 
schedule. For that might take a mighty long time and we 


shouldn’t wait longer than the next town meeting to put a 


merit plan into operation. 


Good Work 


Our hats are off this week to Officers Warren Maddox 
and Richard Caldwell, whose quick action prevented an 
armed robbery from turning into injury and possible death.

rear of the establishment, was an obvious deterrent to 


hasty action on the robber’s part. 


Someone commented after the story had appeared in the 
newspapers that gunplay surely would have resulted if the 


situation was repeated in some other communities 


, where 


officers wouldn’t wait for a man to turn around with a gun 
in his hand, It’s a tribute to these officers’ quick thinking 
that they effectively disarmed and arrested the man with- 


out precipitating a gun fight.

Valz Describes Methods 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“Since announcing my _ belie 
that it’s about time we should do 
something to recognize and re- 
ward superior teachers, | have 
been asked by a number of people 
whether it is possible to set up 
such a plan. 

“My answer is that of course it 
is possible, unless one has a 
built-in hostility to such a plan. 
Every teacher knows that a hostile 
pupil is an unteachable pupil. 
With this single exception, there 
is no mystery in a merit system. 

“To begin with, many millions 
of white-collar workers in busi- 
ness and industry are now on a 
merit plan of some kind. Such a 
plan makes sense wherever the 
individual rather than the nature 
of the job establishes the quality 
of the performance. Antagonism is 
found chiefly in those organiza 
tions whose purpose it is to pro- 
tect their weakest members, rather 
than to improve the efficiency of 
their more competent members. 

“In the teaching field, even a 
cursory examination will show that 
a great deal of performance 
measuring already exists. I will 
mention Six areas. 

““Isn’t it safe to assume that our 
teachers’ colleges measure the 
‘teaching ability’ of their students? 
If not, those teachers’ colleges 
which are tax supported are due 
for an agonizing reappraisal. 

“From the day that a new 
teacher faces his first class to the 
day of his retirement, he is en- 
gaged daily in the business of 
accurately measuring his students’ 
performances. 

“It is quite inconceivable that 
any teacher can work for any 
length of time in any school 
without appraising his fellow 
teachers. This needn’t be sub- 
jective. An English teacher in 
erade nine has an_ objective 
measure of the quality of the 
English teacher in grade eight 
whose pupils he takes over and 
whose capabilities he can eva- 
luate. 

“‘The most important area of 
measurement is in a school sys- 
tem’s administrative staff. <A 
principal who doesn’t understand 
the strengths and weakness of 
each of his teachers is a principal 
in name only. As_ teachers’ 
teachers, the principals are the 
key persons in the appraisal of 
their teachers’ performance. ‘To 
suggest that our principals are 
incapable of doing the job for 
which they are being paid is quite 
unfair. A principal who can’t do 
this with fairness is a principal 
in need of replacement. A superin- 
tendant interviewing new teachers 
obviously uses some kind of yard- 
stick by which to measure each 
candidate’s worth. 

“There are two other instances 
where teachers’ performance is

graded regularly, The first of 
these is parents, the second the 
older students. A parent’s judg 
ment is apt to be conditioned by 
his child’s performance; parents 
are notorious for saving face by 
blaming a poor student’s record 


on the teacher. If I had to choose 
between these two I would say 
that the older pupils have the 
sounder judgment. To this day, at 
least a third century after the 
fact, I believe I could describe 
with affection my own best teach- 
ers — as can most adults. We could 
do worse than have our older 
students classify their teachers. 

“From this it is clear that 
measuring a teacher’s ability is 
nothing new. 

““There seem to be two methods 
of ranking people: subjective and 
objective. Although the subjective 
approach is unscientific, it is in 
very wide use and the results are 
more satisfactory than one might 
expect. The sounder approach is 
to set up a list of criteria by 
which each teacher is graded. A 
refinement of this approach would 
consist of weighting each criterion 
so that the eventual score would 
be the result of a two-dimensional 
analysis. 

““‘[ know a case where both 
methods are being developed. First 
the teachers were asked to isolate 
two groups: the superior and the 
inferior teachers. Then the princi- 
pals were asked to do the same 
thing without knowing the rankings 
made by the teachers. The degree 
of unanimity thus subjectively 
arrived at surprised everyone. In- 
cidently, the teachers were much 
tougher in their ratings than were 
the principals. Next, this commu- 
nity developed a ‘performance 
rating scale’ with ten criteria, 
each of which was weighted 1, 2, 
or 3 to arrive at a performance 
score. It is expected that this 
scientific approach will not 
seriously alter the high unanimity 
already arrived at subjectively by 
two groups separately. 

“One reason why such a plan 
will work is the simplicity of the 
scoring objective. Only two groups 
need be segragated: superior and 
inferior. All other teachers stay in 
the ‘average’ category until moved 
either up or down, 

“The purpose of all this must 
not be lost in the mechanical 
details. This move is not teacher- 
oriented but community-oriented. 
Rewarding superior teachers is 
not the end but the means. The 
justification is that the end re- 
sult is a superior school system. 
The stakes are now much too high 
to continue to operate on a catch- 
as-catch-can basis. The time has 
come to function on the basis of 
educational efficiency by built-in 
design.”’
